The Northern Illinois State Normal 
school at DeKalb is rapidly nearing 
completion. 
It will be opened to -tu- 
dents Sept. 12 and be dedicated Sept. 
21, 22 and 23. The dedication exercises 
have been postponed until after the 
opening of the school because Cot. 
Isaac KUwood, who took such a prom­ 
inent part in securing the school, is in 
F.urope and will not be back 
earlier 
Cnan the date set for the dedication. 
Architect C E. Brush, who drew the 
plans for the building, and \V. J. 
Me- 
Alpine, the builder, say the-ehool will 
be ready to receive students on the day 
announced. 
Prof. John W. Cook, who 
has been elected president of the ir>;i- 
tutioa, is at DeDalb most of the time 
busy with the details of organization. 
He was formerly president of the 
Iil 
i mis Normal. 
It is claimed that the structure will 
be one of the finest school buildings in 
the world. 
Its architecture is what is 
known as collegiate gothic, being in 
the class with the castellated struct­ 
ures of Germany. 
The material is 
Bedford stone, with brick in the rear. 
The center tower, at the base of which 
is the main eutrance, rears itself far 
above the flat roof 
It is a tower of 
tower-, each point being decorated 
with a gargoyle or griffin. 
The en­ 
trance is canopied with carved stone. 
The vestibule is marble to the ceiling. 
From here entrance is had to the wide 
hall nearly 100 feet long. 
The floor of 
the entrance way and all of the halls 
are mosaic. 
On the basement floor are the physi­ 
cal and chemical laboratories and a 
number of class rooms. 
From the 
main hall opens the entrance to the 
gymnasium. 
This room is sUxs5 feet, 
with a gallery the width of the room. 
Back of it are bath rooms. 
Under the 
gallery is a bowling alley. 
The auditorium is "Ox 103 feet, 
with I 
a stage 21x40 feet. 
T he room will 
seat 1,500 people. 
T he library, on tho 
first HuOr, ’i./A’iui 
feet, 
including tho 
stock and reading room. 
T here is a 
great skylight in the reading room, art 
glass underneath the white panes be­ 
ing used to subdue the rays. 
The library is finished in imperian 
green and old ivory. 
A hospital de­ 
partm ent has been provided. 
The 
light for the building and grounds will 
bo from an electric plant in t i e rear. 
The grounds, comprizing 07 acres, 
will be laid out in walks, drives, 
an 
athletic field and a botanical garden. 
T he building has cost tne 
state 
about $250,000.

The Canada thistle, if allowed to 
vegetate, soon becomes an almost in- 
exterminable pest. 
It has been found 
in some localities in 
this 
vicinity. 
Quite a good many have made their 
appearanceon land a mile or two north 
of this city. 
They should 
receive 
prompt attention. 
Thomas Hobbs liv­ 
ing uear Joliet claims to have discov­ 
ered a method of treating the Canada 
thistle so that the plant may be easily 
and completely destroyed. 
Be had 
ten patches on his farm and for sever­ 
al year* tried every known way to des­ 
troy them, but without i fleet. 
Among 
other things he had mowed them down 
and covered the roots with barrels of 
salt, but they appeared to thrive well 
on salt. 
Last year ho started out on a 
new plan. 
He came to the conclusion, 
from \ arious observations about the 
farm, that there was 
a certain time 
each summer when the vitality of all 
plant life was at low ebb and very 
easy of destruction. 
He noticed that 
at times the slightest barking of an ap­ 
parently perfectly healthy tree soon 
caused it to wither and die, 
while at 
other times of the year a tree might be 
half cut down at d recover with little 
or no effect on the foliage. 
Mr. Hobbs figured it out tha t there 
were days in the summer when the 
thUtle could be more easily done away 
with than any oth e r season of the year. 
To put it down accurately, Mr. Hobbs 
settled on the second day after the full 
ruoon in .July and August. 
This may sound like Ayer’s or Hood's 
almanac to tho more skeptical, but 
nevertheless. Mr. Hobbs is authority 
for the statement that this rule 
wa r- 
followed last summer on all ten of his 
thistle patches and they were com­ 
pletely destroyed. 
All he did was to 
Cut them down on these two days. 
This year, never a thistle stalk came
